by 
thick forests, 
but none of 


them remote from tide-water." It was 
uot quite forty years 
since Winthrop 


and his associates 
had founded Boston; 


and so peaceful had been 
f\u25a0. relattvu. 


bet ween the colonists anil tbe Indians 
tbat Increase 
Mathey 
says tbe first 


blood ever shed on tbe soil of Massa- 
chusetts, "in a way of hostility," was 
in July, 1075, about three weeks after 
the beginning 
of the 
war, 
when a 


parly of Indians murdered several 
iu- 


liabitants of Mendou. 
Almost from 


the first attempts 
bad been 
made 
to 
civilize and Christianize the Indians; 
tlie Bible had been translated into the 
Indian language, 
Indian scholars bad 


been admitted to Harvard college,and 
wise and just laws had been enacted 
for 
regulating 
the intercourse 
with 


the natives, and for preventing the ac- 
quisition of their lauds by mere 
ad- 
venturers and 
speculators. 
"I think 
I can clearly say," 
wrote Gov. 
Wins- 
low, ofPlymouth, 
in May, 107G, "that 


before 
these 
present 
troubles broke 
out tbe English 
did not possess 
one 
foot of land in this colony but what 
was fairly obtained 
by honest 
pur- 


chase of the Indian proprietors." 
A 
similar remark would probably apply 
with nearly equal 
force to the other 


colonies. 
It was 
under 
these circumstances 
that the war was begun on tbe2oth of 
June, 
1075, Old Style, by au attack on 
Swaii/.ey, 
in Plymouth 
Colony, and 


was 
waged 
by Ihe savages 
with re- 
lentless cruelty for more than 
a year, 
until it was Virtually terminated 
by 


the death of Philip, on the 12th of Au- 
gust, 
1070, at Mount Hope, iv Rhode 
Island. 
During this period about 
six 
hundred of Ihe colonists were killed 
in battle 
or barbarously 
murdered, 
while others, like Mrs.Uolandson,wife 
of the minister 
of Lancaster, 
were 
carried away to a captivity more hor- 
ble than death; 
and 
about 
as many 


buildings, 
mostly 
dwelling-houses, 


were burned. 
Of the settlements 
in 


Plymouth 
and 
Massachusetts, 
about 
two-thirds were more or less damaged 
by tiie, and of this 
number 
ten or 
twelve were totally destroyed and were 
deserted 
by their Inhabitant*. 
Even 
after the death of Phllp, the war lasted 
for many months in the Eastern 
set- 
tlements, 
in what is now the State of 
of Maine, 
and 
there it was 
only, ter- 
minnrpf] after niiiiiy 
n\u25a0\u25a0'>»?, 
lives had 


been sacrifice v. 
11 "to these losses we 


add tbe expenses 
incurred in carrying 


on the war, we shall be able to form 
some faint idea of the difficulties under 
WhM)h the men of that day labored 
in 


laying the foundations 
of their com- 


monwealth. 
In 
au 
official letter, 


written in 
1079, it is stated 
that the 


disbursements 
for Ihe war amounted 


to more than £100,000, and it has been 
estimated that the debt of Plymouth 
Colony alone exceeded 
in amount the 


whole value of the personal 
property 


of its inhabitants. 
The colonists saw 


very clearly tbat in that war there was 
no truce; they must cither conquer or 
be exterminated. 


It was the lash ion In the last gener- 


ation to speak of Philip as a recognized 
sovereign, 
as 
a 
wise and patriotic 


statesmen, 
who witii prudent forecast 


saw the impending destruction of hit 
people or their swift expulsion 
from 


the homes of their ancestors 
by the 


advancing 
tide of English coloniza- 


tion. Not thus did 
he seem 
to the 


men of his own time. 
Not thus did 


he appear to those who study tlie orig- 
inal sources 
of information, or who 


endeavor 
to make 
themselves 
unac- 


quainted 
with the 
unchanging 
ele- 


ments ef the Indian character. 
Church, 


who saw him alter his death, 
says be 


was 
nuked, save his stockings 
and 
a 


pair of short 
breeches, 
find adds, 
in 


very intelligible language, 
"a doleful, 


great, 
naked, 
dirty beast 
he look'd 


like." 
And the most candid 
and best 


informed of our later historians, Dr. 
Palfrey, 
says: 
"The title of King, 


which it has been customary to attach 
to his name, disguises and transfigures 
to view the form of a squalid savage, 
whoso pala.'e was a sty; whose royal 
robe was a bear-skin orcoarse blanket, 
alive with vermin; who hardly knew 
the luxury of an ablution; 
who was 


often glad to appease 
appetite 
with 


food such as men who are not starving 
1oaths| 
and 
whose 
nature 
possessed 


just the capacity 
for reliction aud the 


degree of refinement 
which might he 


expected 
to 
be 
developed 
from the 


mental constitution of his race by such 
a condition and 
such habits 
of life." 


There is no evidence whatever that in 
shrewdness, 
executive 
capacity 
or 


personal 
bravery, 
he 
was 
superior 


to any 
of the other 
sachems 
who 


took 
part 
in 
tlie war; 
and it is 


even 
a 
matter 
of 
some 
doubt 


whether he was himself present at any 
of the conflicts with the English. 
The 


wtir was in fact 
a general 
uprising of 


the neighboring tribes, of which Kill* 
ipV tribe, the 
Wampanoags, 
was not 


the most powerful 
or the most influ- 


ential, and was inspired and guided as 
much by other sachems 
as it was by 


him. 
It is understood 
to be the intentiou 


of the Rhode Island Historical Society 
during the Summer 
and Fall of this 


year, to celebrate hy a series of excur- 
sions 
and commemoration 
addresses 


those incidents of the war most closely 
connected 
with the history of their 


own State. 
It will be matter for re- 


gret if in Massachusetts, 
which was 


the chief actor and the chief sufferer 
in tibia perilous struggle?at 
Swanzay 


or Mendon, where the lirstblows were 
struck; 
at Ipswich, 
where 
Luthrop 


and Apifleton lived, or at Deerrteld, 
where Lathrop 
and all the flowers of 


Essex 
were 
cut 
off; at Plymouth, 


where Church 
was born and spent his 


early life; atTauuton, 
or Hadley, or 


Brooklieldr or somewhere 
else?there 


shall not also be a fittingcommemora- 
tion of those brave and true men who, 
in the day of small things, confronted 
the unseen 
foe and saved the English 


colonies from extinction. 
All houor 


to the men who fought at Lexington 
and Concord 
and 
Bunker Hill. 
But 


while we celebrate 
their 
constancy 


and their bravery iv the times that 
tried men's souls, let us not forget that 
just 200 years 
ago their grandfathers 


also passed 
through the fiery furnace. 
If we owe much 
to the men of 1775, 


we 
owe 
not 
less 
to the men of the

least three-fourths of these passengers 
are people who come 
into the valley 


to remain. 
What 
becomes 
of them? 


At first glance 
we are apt to be im- 


pressed with the notion that our pop- 
ulation is not increasing 
as rapidly as 


these figures would 
seem to warrant. 


Yet on reflection and investigation we 
reach a different conclusion. 
A care- 


fullytaken census 
would show a very 


large increase in the number of resi- 
dents in this city and valley over that 
©ftwo or even one year ago. 
This is a 


large valley and 
its almost universal 


fertilitymakes it an abiding place for 
a vast number 
of people without an 


apparent density ofpopulation. 
They, 


the 
thousands 
of new - CDmers, 
are 


scattered 
over this and 
San 
Bernar- 


dino counties. 
They are 
locating on 


the rich lands 
that make 
up such a 


large area of both counties, 
and in a 


little time the wealth and 
improve- 


ments resulting from their labor will 
be more 
apparent 
than now. 
There 


are not perhaps 
to exceed thirty thou- 


sand people in this county to-day; yet 
Los Angeles valley is capable of sup- 
porting a million people, and the day 
will come 
when her population will 


equal that number. 
In the steady and 


regular increase 
of numbers 
we are 


liable to overlook 
the fact that our 
population 
is rapidly increasing; still 


when we look over the valley in detail 
we find towns, 
villages 
and 
settle- 


ments 
where a 
year 
ago the 
sheep 


were 
grazing. 
San 
Fernando 
is the 


creation of less than 
a year. 
Where 


now we find quite 
a little town, one 


year ago there was not a house. 
Ana- 


heim has almost doubled in population 
and more 
than 
doubled 
her wealth 


within that 
period. 
Los Nietos did 


not exist one year ago; now we speak 
of it as 
a 
town, 
while around 
it 


for miles the farming population 
has 


more than doubled and the agricultur- 
al 
industries 
more 
than 
trebled. 


This is also true of the 
Monte 
and 


Spadra 
and vicinity. 
The same 
in- 


crease in numbers 
and wealth 
is no- 


ticeable along the railroad from this 
city to Wilmington. 
Los Angeles has 


moved 
forward 
with rapid 
strides. 


She 
has 
built many 
fine 
business 


houses 
aud private 
dwellings, and it 


seems 
to us that there are one-fourth 


more 
peoplo 
here 
now 
than 
ten 


months ago. 
But it is in the agricul- 


tural interests that we have made 
the 


greatest 
advances. 
The 
number of 


new farms 
that have been 
made iv 


this valley within a year, could they 
be immediately known, 
would aston- 


ish the old settlers. 
The process 
of 


cutting 
up 
large 
tracts 
into 
small 


farms has been going on steadily, and 
this alone 
has added 
many 
hundred 


families to our farming population. It 
is a fact that cannot 
be 
denied that 


Los Angele% valley is improving more 
rapidly than any other portion of the 
State. 


The Taxation Question. 


The Saa Francisco Post has a theory 


or rather hobby, which itrides with a 
zeal and 
earnestness 
that would do 


much in the way of advancing a prac- 
tical 
proposition. 
It wants 
to 
tax 


lands and lands alone. It believes that 
land should be 
so heavily taxed that 


no one could afford to own it and no 
one 
would occupy it longer than its 


use enabled him to make a profit over 
the 
cost 
of taxation. 
This 
would 


throw the burden 
of taxation 
on the 


tillers of the soil. 
From them would 


be collected every branch of the reve- 
nue required to support 
tho Govern- 


ment, while those who lived in cities, 
owned flue houses 
and held a large 


bank account would be as exempt from 
taxation as the editor of the Post or 
the Inmates of a poor-house. 
One pe- 


cular feature 
would be developed 
by 


the adoptioa of the Post's plan of rais- 
ing revenue?there 
would be no houses 


In the country. 
A farmer might plow 


and sow a piece of land, but he would 
not be silly enough to build a house on 
a farm 
which the next lucrease 
of 


taxes would compel him to abandon. 
The farmers 
would 
become 
nomads 


and live iv tent*, which they could 
fold and steal away at the approach of 
the tax-collector. 
Place all taxation 


on land, and in a little time there will 


be neither houses, 
orchards 
nor vine- 


yards in the country. 
A few days ago 


the Herald 
published 
*a thoughtful 


and well written article on taxation, 
by 
Judge Thompson 
of this city, in 


which a position directly opposite 
to 


that of the Post is taken. 
The Judge 


proposes to raise the government rev- 
enue 
by taxing the consumer. 
The 


farmer's 
land 
is untaxed, 
but those 


who consume the products of the farm 
pay the revenue. 
There is a good deal 


of the old free trade element in this if 
looked at from one 
point of view. 
It 


has 
the 
appearance 
of adaptation 


to the fitness of things. 
The farmer 


pays 
a heavy tax on everything he 


consumes 
outside 
of the products 
of 


his farm. 
What we are pleased to call 


protection to our manfacturers 
is sim- 


ply a tax on the consumer 
of the arti- 


cles these factories place on the market. 
The Immunity 
from 
taxation 
on his 


land 
would 
be a protection 
to the 


farmer while the tax on his products 
would come from the consumers. 
To 


make 
Judge 
Thompson's 
plan work 


well a heavy tariffduty on foreign po- 
tatoes and beans would bean absolute 
necessity. 
There are a number of new 


and 
many 
practical 
suggestions 
in 


Judge Thompson's paper 
which will 


set the peoplo to thinking, and this is 
what is needed. 
It would be better 


for 
the 
country 
if our Legislators 


would devote more time and attention 
to how to make taxation equal on all 
than how to make 
the revenue 
meet 


the expenses. 


Going Ahead. 


Yesterday 
grading 
commenced 
on 


the Los 
Angeles 
and Independence 


Railroad, between this city and Trux- 
ton, and we 
are informed 
by Chief 


Engineer 
Crawford 
that 
the 
road 


bed will be completed 
and ready for 


the ties and iron from 
the water to 


within 
about 
four 
miles 
of 


this city within a month or six weeks 
from this date. 
A large force is blast- 


ing out the road bed through 
Cajon 


Pass, 
and 
the 
number 
of men 
em- 


ployed on that part of the road willbe 
increased 
to the utmost 
number 
that 


can be used in a short time. 
Another 


party of one 
hundred 
Chinamen 
has 


been ordered from San 
Francisco and 


willbe on hand 
iv a few days. 
The 


contract for the lumber and piles to 
build the wharf at Truxton 
has 
been 


closed with a Sau Francisco 
firm and 


the lirst cargoes will arrive in a short 
time. 
These evidences of progress 
in 


the work are gratifying to the citizens 
of this valley. 


Sacramento 
Union vs. Los Angeles Star.

mento Union. 
This article fixes be- 
yond a 
doubt 
the 
constellation 
in 


which the Los Angeles 
Star 
is to re- 


volve in future. 
Perhaps 
the 
Star 


editor may not be apprised of the fact 
that 
the Sacramento 
Union accom- 


plished more in obtaining means 
to 


build the Central Pacific Railroad than 
all the other 
journals 
on 
the coast 


combined. 
Not only so, it has always 


acknowitdged the great advantage 
we 


have derived from that road; 
but it 


has, iv a masterly manner, denounced 
the manipulators 
of that road for in- 


terfering in the politics of our govern- 
ment, contending that it was built by 
the Government, 
and therefore should 


not assume 
the control of its creator. 
If for this great crime it has oU'ended 
public opinion aud 
hastened 
its own 


destruction, there are thousands of the 
best journals on the continent follow- 
ing in its wake. 
But we presume the 


Star is safe; it will never "go down" 
for any such crime. 
The true inter- 
pretation of the case is about this: The 
Sacramento 
Union was 
a 
powerful 


organ and always wielded in behalf of 
the people, 
and, 
being 
popular with 
the masses,
